As  our  baggage  had  arrived,  we  soon  left  for  the  hotel.  That  night 
found  us  in  a large  tent,  packed  to  suffocation,  yet  blissfully  unconscious  of 
any  discomfort,  while  D.  Alan  Adartens  in  his  forceful  way,  indicated  the 
path  of  duty  to  his  spellbound  hearers.  After  the  meeting  I lingered  in  the 
aisle  until  Rev.  A'lartens  and  his  helpmeet  left  the  platform.  In  his  charac- 
teristic, breezy  way  he  distributed  greetings  while  Airs.  Rlartens  stood 
ready,  note  Irooks  in  hand,  to  jot  down  names.  He  soon  discovered  our 
mission.  We  renewed  acquaintances  that  evening,  becoming  better  ac- 
quainted with  Airs.  Alartens,  likewise  a former  Dubuquer. 

After  a few  days  of  sight-seeing  we  left  for  Colorado,  intending  to  stop 
at  PueI)lo.  The  journey  required  several  days  and  took  us  over  desert  places. 
The  sun  beat  down  upon  us  mercilessly  as  we  sped  over  the  desert  with 
windows  tightly  closed  to  keep  out  the  dust.  We  finally  left  the  giant  cacti 
for  the  more  rugged  scenery  of  Colorado,  arriving  at  Pueblo  at  night.  That 
evening  in  glancing  over  the  “Pueblo  Evening  Herald”  I chanced  upon  a 
notice  of  the  coming  meeting  of  the  Alinisterial  Association,  open  to  those 
interested,  as  a lecture  was  to  be  given  on  “Problems  of  the  A\Tst.”  This 


wcnild  be  my  program  for  the  following  day  for  ho]je  ])er-chaiu'c,  some  “son 
of  Uubuque’’  might  be  found.  At  2:30  the  next  afternoon  1 sli])])ed  into  a 
rear  seat.  'I'he  front  seats  were  occupied  by  the  clergy  of  the  city-  A care- 
ful study  of  the  hacks  and  profdes  of  the  re\'erend  gentlemen  revealed  noth- 
ing. During  the  discussion  after  the  lecture  I was  startled  by  the  words

He  seemed 
to  have  gained  in  selfconfidence,  probal)ly  he  had  acciuired  this  quality 
from  the  worthy  Mrs.  Udhen  who  was  a large  and  talkative  woman. 

After  this  pleasant  stoj),  we  again  resumed  our  pilgrimage.  This  time

taet  with  Mr.  \’anek,  who  was  ])Utting  into  ])ractiee  various  sociological 
theories  which  he  had  imbibed  while  at  college. 

( )n  the  final  day  t)f  our  stay  we  felt  the  need  of  something  bright  and 
entertaining,  '\^  hich  prompted  ns  to  attend  a matinee.  The  leading  man 
in  the  play — could  1 believe  my  eyes! — was  Paul  Bnchholz.  What  a hero 
he  made!  No  wonder  he  had  Ijecomc  a matinee  idol! 

W ith  eloquent  words  and  a p(.)werfnl  voice,  he  carried  his  audience 
with  him.  lie  had  all  the  appearance  of  a successful  man,  successful  in 
lifewords  and  successful  in  matrimony,  as  a meeting  with  his  charming 
hel])ineet  ])roved,  whose  aeapiaintance  1 had  made  in  bygone  college  days. 

Pleased  with  the  success  of  our  x'cuture  thus  far,  we  left  Chicago, 
neoer  stopping  until  we  reached  Philadelphia.  xVs  we  were  greeted  Ijy  a 
d(.)wui)our  of  rain,  we  lost  no  time  in  engaging  a taxi  and  departing  for  the 
residence  of  a relative.  The  chauffeur  stopped  at  a pleasant  little  bunga- 
low and  we  alighted.  A servant  met  us  at  the  door  and  said  that  we  were 
exj)ected,  and  would  we  wait  in  the  j)arlor  for  the  pastor?  There  seemed 
to  be  some  mistake,  our  relative  was  an  elderly  lady  living  alone  with  a 
servant.

As  she  seemed  so  rushed  with  her  work  we 
did  not  inflict  ourselves  upon  her  A'ery  long  and  arranged  for  our  passage 
t(i  Ifurope. 

( )ft  at  last!  Our  first  trij)  across  the  pond,  how  thrilling!  We  swept 
majestically  oft'.  The  beautiful  sky  and  the  deep  blue  of  the  water  made 
an  inspiring  picture.  We  were  so  charmed  by  the  beauty  of  the  scene  that 
we  forgot  to  be  seasick,  f)ut  anyway  one  of  my  ancestors  was  a sailor,  may- 
Ije  my  alulity  was  inherited- 

A'e  landed  in  Plolland  where  we  amused  ourseh'es  visiting  the  immense 


tulip  gardens  and  climhing  family  trees.  After  a month  of  ecpially  harmless 
amusement  we  left  the  land  of  windmills  for  h'ranee,  making  Paris  the  ehief 
ohjeet  of  our  visit.  W'e  know  little  French  hut  the  American  eagle  s])oke 
so  loudly  we  had  little  difficulty.  ( )ne  of  the  most  delightful  days  there 
was  spent  at  the  Art  (lallery.  W'e  had  j)aused  before  the  (deaners  by  Millet. 
I evas  lost  in  comtemplation,  noting  the  lights  and  shadings  and  the  ex- 
treme realism  in  the  j)atient  stoo])ing  figures  when  Hannah  sniffed  and  said, 
“Let’s  go,  they  give  me  a backache.’’  Passing  on  we  came  to  a little  man 
seated  before  one  of  the  pictures.  It  was  Mr.  Stulc,  now  a famous  cartoonist, 
hut  he  had  not  it  seemed,  entirely  neglected  another  field  of  art  having  be- 
come a designer  of  women’s  fashions. 

It  was  a decided  change  from  Paris  to  Berlin  but  we  soon  adjusted  our- 
selves to  life  within  the  German  borders.  ( )ne  day  I entered  a book  store 
intending  to  purchase  a book  on  education  just  out,  cvhen  mirabili  dictu!

I discovered  farther  that  he  was  now  teaching  Hebrew 
in  Berlin  University. 

Lea\'ing  Berlin  we  turned  our  steps  toward  romantic  Switzerland-  ( )f 
course  one  would  not  go  to  Switzerland  without  climbing,  or  attempting 
t(j  climb,  the  Alps.  At  one  of  the  (|uaint  little  inns  on  the  mountainside  I 
met  with  one  of  the  surprises  of  my  life.  The  landlord,  a ])lump,  genial 
soul,  happened  to  be  the  worthy  Herman  Hausheer,  who  found,  like  Socrates, 
that  jdiilosophy  was  not  very  remunerative  and  was  forced  to  take  uj) 
something  in  addition  in  order  to  sui)port  his  large  family.  He  seemed,  in 
my  estimation,  to  have  made  a success  of  his  venture,  altho  he  regretted 
the  fact  that  he  had  so  little  time  for  meditation. 

I had  now  located  all  my  classmates  and  could  turn  to  the  real  object 
of  my  journey.  I had  derived  so  much  pleasure  from  my  hunt  that  I was 
really  sorry  to  have  completed  it  so  soon.

During  the 
w'inter  Prof.  ( )ldt  gave  us  very  proiitahle  instructions  in  the 
use  of  parliamentary  law.  Dr.  McLean  visited  us  and  en- 
couraged our  memhers  in  their  w(.)rk.  Illustrated  lectures 
have  been  of  great  interest.  Prof.  I'icke’s  stereopticon  lec- 
ture showed  us  “( )ld  New  England.”  l ie  told  of  a sign  on  a 
restaurant:  “\h)ii  don’t  know  beans  till  you  come  to  P)Oston.” 
lie  also  informed  us  that  the  “rock-hound  coast  of  Massa- 
chusettes,  where  the  Pilgrims  landed,  is  a sandy  shore  with 
only  one  rock,  the  Plymouth  Rock.  Prof.  Laube  illustrated 
a talk  on  Luther’s  life.  Such  introduction  gave  us  a good 
start  in  the  study  of  Luther  and  his  w(jrk. 

'File  regular  j)rt)grams  have  demonstrated  in  a remark- 
able way,  the  effects  of  both  ])rej)aredness  and  unj)repared- 
ness,  but  we  cannot  here  discuss  this  j)hase  of  the  society’s 
work.  Debates,  essays,  orations,  and  extemporaneous 
speeches  have  been  jjerhaps  the  main  feature  of  our  work. 

( Iratorical  ability  has  not  been  lacking  among  some  of 
the  members.  'Fheir  gesticnlation  and  hnency  of  speech 
some-times  worked  u])  such  interest  that  e\-en  the  hearers 
forgot  themselves. 

But  more  than  that,  we  are  progressives.  ( )ur  Consti- 
tution has  undergone  its  annnal  revision  and  is  now  in  ef- 
fect in  a new  form. 

W e have  also  purchased  an  organ,  which  we  use  in  our 
])rayer  meetings  as  well  as  in  our  Society.  Mr.  Moreno,  our 
acting  president,  furnishes  the  music.

W.  Schenck,  at  Center,  was  “the  one  man 
who  made  Hook  hustle  for  Conference 
honors.”  Bill  is  strong,  aggressive,  and  de- 
termined, plays  close  and  loose  center,  and 
passes  the  ball  accurately. 


F.  Baker,  at  right  guard,  showed  im- 
provement over  the  previous  year,  and  play- 
ed a very  good  game  thruout  the  season. 
He  was  always  ready  to  open  a hole  on 
offense,  or  plug  one  on  defense,  and  with 
slightly  more  experience  should  round  into 
a still  better  guard. 


A.  Niebruegge,  tho  playing  only  part  of 
the  games  because  of  injuries,  took  care  of 
the  right  end  position  in  great  style.  Amos 
is  probably  the  lightest  end  in  the  Confer- 
ence, but  he  makes  every  ounce  of  his  128 
pounds  count  for  the  team.  He  always 
smashed  the  interference,  often  throwing 
the  man  with  the  ball  for  a loss,  and  never 
committed  the  unpardonable  error  of  letting 
a man  circle  him. 


Kertland,  at  left  end,  played  his  first  year 
of  college  football  and  demonstrated  that, 
with  more  tutelage,  he  will  make  a good 
end.  He  showed,  in  the  Buena  Vista  game, 
that  he  is  improving  rapidly.  He  should 
make  a valuable  asset  next  year. 
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Capt.  C.  II.  Hook  played  his  usual  hard 
game  at  center.  He  easily  held  his  own 
as  “All-Conference  Center”  and  has  yet  to 
meet  one  who  can  consistently  outplay  him. 
During  the  first  part  of  the  season  he  seem- 
ed somewhat  slowed  up,  but  demonstrated 
his  ability  in  the  final  games.  Hook  has 
another  year,  and  will  hold  down  his  end  of 
the  game.  At  passing  back  the  ball  he  is 
almost  in  a class  by  himself,  and  plays  both 
close  and  loose  center  equally  well. 


S.  Arends  played  fullback  on  oui'  team, 
and  could  invariably  be  depended  upon  to 
make  a gain.  He  runs  with  a hard  drive, 
and  is  a difficult  man  to  stop.  His  playing 
especially  in  the  last  three  games,  was  of 
the  stellar  variety,  and  it  he  returns  for 
his  fourth  Conference  year,  should  be  better 
than  ever. 


S.  Bessemer  played  less  than  five  quar- 
ters in  the  last  two  games,  but  enough  to 
show  that  he  still  held  his  own.  He  was 
unable  to  play  earlier  in  tbe  season  because 
of  an  operation  on  his  foot.  He  plays  a 
very  hard  game,  and  is  especially  good  at 
running  interference.  He  has  been  honored 
with  the  captaincy  of  the  1917  team  and 
will  be  heard  from. 


J.  Brown  has  the  misfortune  of  being 
somewhat  light,  but  he  demonstrated,  at 
the  halfback  position,  that  weight  alone  is 
not  enough  of  a handicap  to  keep  a man 
off  the  team.  He  should  make  a good  play- 
er next  year  with  his  added  experience. 


S.  Butler,  at  quarterback,  was  again  the 
bright  light.  He  is  a speedy,  shifty  run- 
ner, making  him  a hard  man  to  tackle, 
while  his  generalship  and  “Come  on,  fel- 
lows” accounted  for  the  harmony  which 
quite  generally  prevailed.  He  earned  the 
position  awarded  him  on  the  All-State 
Eleven,  for  he  stands  in  a class  by  himself. 
His  return  of  a punt  for  100  yards,  in  the 
Buena  Vista  game,  will  stand  as  a record 
for  the  year,  and  was  but  one  of  many  long 
runs  he  made. 


S.  Lay,  at  guard,  is  a splendid  player  on 
offense,  and  quick  at  analyzing  plays.  He 
possesses  a great  knowledge  of  the  finer 
points  of  the  game,  and  was  a very  con- 
scientious player. 


H.  Bruns  was  put  in  at  guard,  tackle,  and 
end,  and  he  made  good  at  each.  He  is  a 
speedy  man,  good  on  both  offense  and  de- 
fense, and  is  a very  “scrappy”  player. 


J.  Armstrong  arrived  late  and  did  not  get 
into  play  until  the  LaCrosse  game.  Johnny 
quickly  showed  that  he  is  to  be  counted 
upon,  and  played  a good  game  especially  at 
end.  He  will  undoubtedly  make  a good  bid 
for  that  position  next  year. 


E.  Dirks,  at  left  tackle,  is  one  of  the  most 
consistent  players  on  the  team,  and  few 
gains  were  made  thru  him.  He  showed  im- 
provement over  the  1915  season,  when  he 
was  almost  universally  given  Conference 
honors. 


C.  Parker,  at  left  end,  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  best  punters  and  dropkickers  in  the 
state,  and  that  alone  would  be  almost 
enough  to  win  him  a position  on  almost 
any  team,  tho  he  is  also  a good  open-field 
runner,  and  a shifty  man  when  going  thru 
the  line.  His  53-yard  dropkick,  against  Up- 
per Iowa,  stands  as  the  collegiate  record 
for  the  year. 


C.  Krebs,  who  was  not  permitted  to  play 
the  previous  year,  is  a brilliant  halfback. 
He  showed  that  he  is  a natural  born  play- 
er, and  plays  almost  by  instinct.  As  Paul 
is  a Freshman,  his  football  future  looks 
promising.  He  was  elected  Captain  of  the 
Reserves. 


B.  Baker,  “built  close  to  tbe  ground,” 
was  able  to  hold  his  own  against  competi- 
tors at  left  guard.  He  is  a hard  man  to 
get  out  of  the  way,  while  he  would  often 
break  thru  and  spoil  the  plays  going  the 
other  way.  He  received  mention  by  almost 
all  the  critics  tor  “All-Conference”  honors.

Foot  Ball 

I'hc  season  be^an  with  the  opening  of  the  school  year.  It  w’as  on 
Septeinher  yth  that  nearly  forty  football  enthusiasts  reported  t(j  Coach 
Chalmers,  with  the  jmrpose  of  making  themselves  famous  on  the  gridiron. 
Pjregman,  after  getting  injured  on  the  gridiron,  made  himself  famous  with 
the  flatiron.  Some  of  the  aspirants  dropj)ed  out  after  receiving  the  first  blow 
from  some  husky  lineman,  hut  tliose  who  could  not  so  easily  he  discouraged 
stuck  till  the  end  of  the  season,  and  though  some  did  not  make  the  team, 
they  at  least  helped  to  make  it.  Since  Dr.  Knapp  wais  unable  tcj  devote  all 
the  time  he  wished,  for  the  instruction  of  the  reserves,  he  resigned  ; and  in 
his  stead  h'dmore  Nielnmegge,  our  former  quarterback,  was  chosen  Assistant 
Coach. 

The  next  match  wnas  played  at  Dubuque,  with  Ellsworth  College.  In 
this  game  Coach  Chalmers  began  sending  in  sul)stitutes,  l)Ut  the  scoring 
went  on  just  the  same.  Ellsworth,  however,  did  not  ([uit  fighting  until  the 
Referee’s  wdiistle  ended  the  fracas,  d'he  line  plunging  of  the  backs,  as  well 
as  the  nnerring  forward  i)asses  of  Butler  made  the  score  look  54  to  o in 
Dnl)uque’s  favor. 

'{  he  second  game  of  the  season  was  played  at  LaCrosse,  with  the  Wis- 
consin State  Normal.  On  this  fatal  14th  day  of  October,  it  seemed  as 
though  the  Blue  and  Whites  couhl  not  find  themselves,  and  wmre  clearly 
outplayed  most  of  the  game  by  the  lighter  Normalites.  The  co-operation 
of  the  line  ai.'vJ  the  Inackfield  was  lacking.  Parker’s  dropkick  was  from  the 
36-yard  line,  standing  less  than  a yard  from  the  sideline,  wdth  a strong 
wind  blowdng  at  right  angles  to  the  iield.  “The  finest  piece  of  football  of 
the  day"  it  wnas  called  l)y  a LaCrosse  reporter.  The  score  was  12  to  3 in 
favor  of  LaCrosse. 

Losing,  however,  is  not  Dubiu[ue’s  program.  Though  playing  on  a 
slipi)ery,  heavy  field,  which  made  it  hard  to  get  a foothold.  Coach  Chalm- 
ers’ men  completely  outplayed  the  Wisconsin  Pedagogues  from  Platteville, 
winning  by  a score  of  35  to  o. 

d'he  L'pper  lownins  came  to  Dubuque  wdth  great  aspirations  for  vic- 
tory, and  they  played  accordingly.  LIpper  Iowa  wms  in  the  fight  all  the 
time,  as  witnesses  the  fact  that  they  scored  in  the  last  two  quarters.  Butler 
wdth  his  three  runs,  35,  65,  and  95  yards  respectively,  which  resulted  in  touch- 
dowms,  wnas  the  star  of  the  day.  Parker’s  educated  toe  sent  the  ball  over 
the  goal  fnjin  the  52-yard  line,  d'he  score  \vas  38  to  13  in  favor  of  Du- 
buque. In  the  next  game  Coach  Chalmers’  men  defeated  the  Iowa  State 
d'eachers’  Ccvllege  by  the  decisive  score  of  30  to  2. 

d'he  final  game  of  the  1916  football  season  was  against  the,  until  then, 
undefeated  Buena  'Vista  team,  on  November  18.  d"hey  were  fast  and  heavy 
and  they  seemed  to  have  all  the  requirements  of  a wdnning  team,  d'he  first 
half  ended  in  7 to  o.  In  the  second  half  spread  formation  plays  were  used, 
and  Buena  Vdsta  seemed  helpless  against  them,  d'he  greatest  sensation  of 
the  game  was  the  run  of  Butler,  d'his  dash  ended  a glorious  season,  wTose 
Iviml  w'e  wdsh  to  experience  throughout  ihe  football  career  of  our  y\hna  Mater. 


Basket  Ball 


'I'he  three  year  old  l)ul)uque  College  basket  ball  team  has  done 
wonders  this  year.  Altho  so  young,  we  are  al)le  not  only  to  stand 
firnilv  upon  our  feet  without  Indding  to  a chair,  but  also  walk  with- 
out holding  to  mother’s  apron  strings.  W’e  have  substituted  rah  ! 
rah  ! rah  ! team  ! for  da  da. 

1 assure  you  that  we  are  more  competent  for  our  age  than 
most  teams.  In  the  first  place  we  knew  enough  to  reach  out  for  the 
Championship  scroll,  but  our  opponents  on  Fourteenth  St.  who  re- 
fused to  play  with  us,  grabbed  it  at  the  same  time  and  refused  to  let 
go,  so  we  are  still  holding  it  together.

Men  of  their  caliber  could  make  any  University  team.  Parker 
Butler,  Baker,  and  Bessemer,  who  took  turns  at  guarding,  held 
the  opponents  score  down  to  such  a low  figure  that  the  forwards 
and  center  could  easily  j)ut  in  enough  l)alls  to  out  score  them-  The 
team  favored  us  with  some  exquisite  playing  both  in  team-work  and 
in  individual  starring. 

W’e  sincerely  hope  and  wish  that  the  iqi7-i<S  team  will  show 
up  the  College  by  winning  every  Conference  game.  Having  more 
experience  and  practice  the  championshi])  should  not  be  allowed  to 
slip  next  year. — C.  J.  F. 


Track
